3 . Consequunt on the demise of Sri U . Muthuramalinga hcvar, there was a Bye 
Licction to inc luuse of the reople from the Aruppukkottai Parliananlary Constituency 
in Ramanathapuram district is the late of Madras . Nite Candidates filed their nominations, 
five of them withdrew (hell Mornicions, before the time silowed and the remaining tour, 
who ure the petitioner and the respondents , contested thc election . 


4 . The poll for the election was on 15th April, 1964 . The result of the election was 
doclared on 18th April , 1964 us under : - -

5 . The petition SLI : 1ll... that the first respondent belongs to be casty and community 
of Mukkulathors ut HIV 121 nubudhars, Maruvars and Kullurs ure members . His eldei 
brother , the Raja Di Kullanachafural, is at sitting member vi the Madras Legislative 
Assembly . lliy T oll usehl Wuls his son - in - law . Tbo Ijrst respondent conlested the 
clection on longiuss tichet. 


6 . lhe petitioner submits that during his clection campaign the first respondent, lijs 
1940153 and other persons with the unit of the first respondent and his Clection agent 
had clued to carry on a systematic appeal to the voters throughout the constituency to 
Vote for the dust respondent on the ground of lus caste und community , vl ., Thevar and 
region from which he claims and the language which he spoke, viz ., a Tamilian and to 
refrain from voting for the petitionei on the round of his custe , community , region and 
language , VII ., a Malayalee Nair " . 


7. Pursuant to the above design the first respondent, his agents , persons belonging to 
the Congress party and several other persons all of thein either with the consent und the 
connivance of the first respondent carried out wide and extensive propaganda , by addressing 
several meetings in the constituency . In all these meetings the respondent, his elder brother , 
Raja Shanmugha Rajıswasil Sethupathy, a sitting Member of the Legislative Assembly , 
Madras und an iniluential member of the Marava community , several lcaders of the 
Congress party and orders spoke exhorting the voters , majority of whom belonged to the 
Mukkulathor community to vote fur the first respondent on the ground that the latter 
came from the same Mulkuluthor community , that the first respondent was a Tamilian , 
who hailed from the limil Nad and spoke the same language , viz ., Tamil as the voters. 

The speakers also masto systematic appeal to the voters to refrain from voting to the 
pctitioner on the 70unt of his being a Malayalec Nair meaning thereby that he belonged 
to a different cistc , me from a different region and spoke a different language ; more 
So , for a seat vacated by U . Muthuramalinga Thevar whom the Mukkulathors worshipped 
as God . 


8 . The petitioner gives below some of the instances when appeal to the voters was made 
on grounds of caste , region and language, with such particulars thereof as the petitionc 
is able to gather . The petitioner craves leave of this Tribunal to permit the petitioner to 
give further instances and furnish further particulars thereof if and when he is able to 
obtain them . 

( a ) On 5th April, 1964 , the elder brother of the first respondent, Raja Shanmugha 
Doeswara Sethupatby , M . L .A . (Madras State ) . went to a number of villages, Eruvady . 

sıkkal, Elhampadul . Vallakulam , Odaikulam and other places in Mudukulathur taluk . He 
was accompanied hy the first respondent and the local Congress leader Sri Balakrishnan . In 
all those places Raja Shanmugha Rajeswara Sethupathy, M .L -A ., tbe first respondent, Sri 
Balakrishnan and other speakers addressed large gatherings of voters. In tho course of 
his speeches , Raja Shanmugha Rajeswara Sethupathy, the first respondent and other 
speakers mainly referred to the petitioner as a Malayalçe Nair, and said that for the seat 
in Parliament vacuted by the death of U . Muthuramalinga Thevar, a great leader of 
Maravars , only a person belonging to the Maravar community should be elected . A Nair 
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from Kerala should not be supported . They canorted the voters not to vote for a Malayalce 
Nur ( nicaning thereby the perioJCI ) which otherwise would mean an attempt to betray 
and ruin the Maruvars . 

( h ) in Oduurhulan village on the anno datų line . ), 5th April, 1964 , a public meeting 
which w ... very largely attended to Wil s held al alioul 9 -10 p .in . Raja Shanmugha Rajeswara 
Sethupathy addressed this gathering of voters and spohu thut he had great respect and 
devotion for the late U . Muthon malınga thevar who was worshipped us a great leader 
by the Maruvatis. l1c10 . 2d the question is to who was the person to be clected to the 
seat in the Parliament Villaled my U . Muthurumslinga Thevar , and unswered it himself 
by saying that it should be it person bclonging 10 the Maravar community like the first 
respondent and not a Nair from kurulu (meaning thereby the petitioner ) . Hic earnestly 
ippealed to the voleis that it they think of supporting a Malayalce Nair it will be like 
attempug lo betray iind ruin the MalitValls . The tirst respondent who also addressed the 
voters suud that his brother the Maharidit , who had wilys stood for the upliſt of the 
Marawar Sinaugum , has spoken to then with real en intense ( celings and that they should 
all act in accordance with what lie spull lo them ). He also l ulerred to lale Muthuramalinga 
Thevar a il jewelwong Malavis hd appealed to the voters that only a man of his com 
munity alone should be supported and clectul lu tlic seat vacated by the death of Muthu 
rurnalinga Thevar. He also spoke that they should not give their votes to the opposite 
party candidate who is it " Nair " from Kerala . Any voto given to him will be an uct of 
hetrayal to the Thevis Samugan . 

( c ) Un oth 11:16 , 1964, Raja Sharinghi Rajeswara Sethupathy, M . A ., accompanied 
by his brother the lirst respondent, Sri Balakrishnan and others visited the villages of 
Thervazhi, Kahoor, Thiruvarungan and addressed election mcetings. At 9 - 30) p .m . they 
addressed a big nicering al Muluhutatur. In all these places the speakers appealed to 
he gatherings of votuis only to vote for the first respondent belonging to the Maravar 
community and not to the petitioner who is 1 Malayalee Nair from Kerala . All the 
speakers in their election campaign in luvour of the first respondent and also the first 
respondent used as a ground agitinst the petitioner that he is a Malayalee Nair and as 
such is not fit to occupy the seat in Pillment vacated by Sri U . Muthuramalinga Thevar 
who was worshipped as a leader of the Maruvur community 

( d ) In the Muduhulathur public mecting held at 9 -30 pm . On the same date ( i.c. ) , 
6th April, 1964, Raja Shanmugha Riljeswaril Sethupathy addressed the voters who had 
gathered in their 1109205. He spoke to them thul Sri Muthurailingil Thevar was a 
grcat leader whom all Muchkulathors (Maravars , Ahainbadiyars and killars ) worshipped . 
The seat left vacant by his death should be occupied only by a person belonging to his 
Samugam . A Malayalee Nair is standing its a candidate is le 4 fit person to be subs 
tituted in the place of Muthuramalinga Thevar who was an undisputed leader of the 
Alaravars ? Another Malayalec , a Cinema Star (incuving: Mr. M . G . Ramachandran ) may 
come to do propaganda for him . But you must not le moved by such things , Are we asked 
to pay our respects to a Malayalco Nair from haldi . If you support him , it will be et 
betrayal to the Mukkula Makkal. Aller Sethup : thy s speech , the first respondent 4lso 
addressed the same gathering of voters . In a short specch he said that his elder brother 
Maharaja (meaning Rajil Shannmh: Rajeswara Sethupathy ) has spoken everything clearly , 
and asked them to follow his :xIvice . He appealed to the voters not to vote to a Malayalec 
Nair , but to give their full support only to fum is he was a Maruya from Tamil Nad . 

( e ) On 7ih pril, 1961, Raja Shanmugha Rajeswara Sethupathy , the first respondent, 
Siruhothu M . Ni Swamy, Romu Thewar in R . M . D . Soundar: Pandyan of Kamuthi 
went to Melal odumialur Nagratharkurichi, Abiramam , Singapuliyapatty , Pappankulam and 
Kamithy in Mudukulathul talul and did çlection propaganda work in favour of the first 
respondent. In all the places they kudressel gatherings of voters and also public meet 
ings . The main purport of the speeches made by Raja Shanmugha Rajeswara Sethupathy 
and the first respondent in these places was that thc Mukkulathor voters should only sup 
port the first respondent who is il Marvt by caste and not a Malayalec Nair from 
Karala . That the person to occupy the seat in Parliament vacated by late Muthuramalinga 
Thevar should be at M :tvar by Custo. A Naic from Kerala should not be supported , in e 
seat in the Parliament vacated by the death of Muthuramalinga Thevar whom the 
Mukkulathors worshippcil us : Cou . Who is this Malayalee Nair to contest in this seat ? 
Only a person of the Nulkulathor Sigurn should occupy the seat vacated 
by Jatc Muthuramalinga Thevur. In Aliran, the public meeting was held in 
the cinema theatre at uhouc 3 - 30 pli, on 7th April, 1967. Raja Shanmugha Rajeswara 
Sethupathy addressed the gathering of voters He spoke to them that in the seat where 
Muthuramalinga Thevar contestod , are they to support a Malayalec Nair from Kerala ? 
In that scat only a Murovar should contest and as such his brother the first 
respondent who is Maravar should alonc be supported . Muthuramalinga Thevar 
way the chiel of the Mukl:ulathor Makkal (Maravar , Ahnbadiyars and kallars ). They 
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worshipped him as their leader . Are they lub to turn those hunds with which 
they respected Thevai (meaning lile Sri Ivelliluratuttoga lnevar ) towards ü 
Malayalee Nur liom Keralu ( draburung the jicciutorici ) . U would never ask themi 
to betray and ruin the vicibuthor Sümuha:il by supporting in Malayalee Nair. Tie 
audience consisted in sily di Iviarivai volui . diluily he exhoried the audience not to 
vote zor a Malayalee Nuir of Atlidi, out to bust every vole in favour of his brother 
the first respondent. Sri R . iv . L . Svunturi fail y all and Kumu l hevur also spoke. 
They also referred to the laci tuit ihre feilweive 19 scine malayalve Nair from kerala 
and as such does not deserve any super livil tocad, After these the first respondent 
addressed the metiiny ani he chorus whiidi wa piuvious speakers ilud spoken in them . 
He said that on his behull his brother Hua Shanmugha Rajeswara Sethupathy liad told 
them in detail or what all he wamed lo vuil inel. He said he belonged to the Maravá 
Community ot which Sri Miuchiururile. Invai Wils ini lcauer . Il viil bu a grcát 
misfortune to the entire miutsulaikor munun ti a Malayalee Nair from Kerala (meaning 
thereby the petitioner ) is to occupy titu dece View licu by Wir luadcr . He appealed to vie 
voters not to votu 10 the PLLO S Do Is it bouiltaico Nur, but only to vote for the 
first respondent. 


( f ) Al about 10 -00 PM. On 7th pri 1964 , Kaja Shanmugha Rajeswara Sethupathy, 
the first respondent and party aadresscú s very largely attended meeting of voters at 
Sayalkudy in front of the Pettah . in the gutheriay the majority belonged to Mukkulathors . 
The Raja told the gathering that held great respect towards late U . Muthuramalinga 
Thevar whom tukhulaidurs worshipped even us their chiei . 1 hat man had passed away 
and the seat held by hul in the Pulitilent na lalei bewurl. Wno is to succeed in thai 
seat ? Is he a Malayalee Nair from heralu ? Are th : Mukkula Makkal to be reduced 
to that stage ul depending on a Malayalce Nair from Kerala ? He asked the voters 


" Are the hands which respected Thevar to be folded in homage before a Malayalee " . 


So far as the speaker wus concerned , he would never stoop down to betray and ruir. 
his community (Muthuluthors ) in this inunner. Oily a person from the Mukkulathor 
Community should be supporivd lo occupy the seit leti by Muthuramalinga Thevar. The 
first respondent also uddressed this naung . He suid that on his behall his elder brother 
Maharaja Se .bupathy huli iuld them uvery thing in uctail, wid all should follow his advice . 
To preserve the greatness of late Publinipon i hevur ( U . Wuihuramalinga Thevar ) only a 
person from his Samuh : m (it . ) , varavur should occupy his seat and not a Nair from 
Kerala . He appealed to the voters io give him all support. 


( g ) On 9th April 1964 , 10 erder bwther of the first respondent Raja Shanmugha 
Rajeswara Sethupaihy , Mola . ( Madras ) , Went to a number of villages Kallapatty , 
Nathathupatty , kalinganaickenpatty , E . Reddipatty , Sivasankupatty , Elayirampannai, 
Othayal, () . Mettuputty , Stiur and other places . He was accompanied by the first res 
pondent and also by Sii » . V . Veerappa Nicher, Secretary of the District Congress Com 
mittee , Rainanathapurami district, Su K . Dorairaj. Chuirman , Sattur Panchayat Union , Sri 
M . A . C . Muthumanicham uni others . The main purpori of the speeches made by the 
first respondent s brother was that, in the place of lure 0 . Muthuramalinga Thevar, a per 
son whom the likhulaino ! Voislilotu , valamive tour of Keral State (meaning 
thereby the petitioner ) cannot be substituied and that attempt would amount to betraying 
and throwing the Muhkuin mahhal ( community of Maravars , Ahambadiyars and Kallars ) 
into a deep abyss and he ihe spealer would not he party to it. Accor:ling to the speaker 
it is not proper for his Samuham ( llicver ) to depend upon a Nair when a chief was 
necessary for his " Samuh 107" . In al tiesu places , the first respondent also spoke . He 
appealed to the voters to follow what his elder brother , the Rajd Shanmugha Rajeswara 
Sethupathy had spoken to them on his behalf and to give him ail support. 

( h ) The meeting aé Kollao :itty took place at about 10 -10 4 . M . on 9th April 1964 . In 
this meeting Sri S . V . Veerpnz Nicher , Secretary of the District Congress Committee , 
Ramanathapuram district. Sri M . . C . Muthumanis ) , Raja Shanmugha Rajeswara 
Sethupathy , M . L . A ., isi 1. sponatin 

few oil addressed the gathering. All 
these speakers referred to the fact tiivi Alky a parcon lelonging to the Maravar Com 
munity should be supporta un riected in the nice 

by e Sri U . Muthuramalinga 
Thevar, who was a jewel innang Maravats d nerei : Tir from Malaylam . Particularly , 
Raja Shanmugh ı Rajeswira Seilpathy spoke in selvind appealed to the voters that 
the late Sri U . Muthuramalin Thevar wu sì grant leuter worsbioped by all the Mukku 
lathors and that only person from the Mukkulihor Sam ham should occupy the seat 
in the Parliament left varer fy his ). alavaler Nair from Kerala State should 
not be allowed to occupy thi . . .. 2 he would not be a party to hetray the entire 
Mukkulathor Samuham und to ruin isim hy lewirt a Malayalee Nair to be elected . 
The last speaker was the first respondent who retinded the gathering to carefully follow 
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whitt huis elder brother told thein and also stated that the Forward Bloc candidate (mean 
ing the petitionci ) is a Malayalee Nair whereas he is a Mukkulathor and as such tho 
Vules should only support bini. 

11 ) In the meeting addressed ut Sallur town by the same party on the samo date that 
i Oh April 1964 at 8 - 30 P .M . there was a record gathering of many thousands of voters . 
11 thus mccling Raja Shanmugha Rajeswara Sethupathy, M . L . A . Sn S . V . Veorappa 
Nulcker , M . A . C . Muthumanicham , R . Dorajraj, Chairman of Sattur Panchayat Union 

und the first respondent Sri Kasinathu Dorai addressed the voters . The main theme 
sessed as a factoi in support of the candidature of Sri R , Kusinatha Dorai, the first res 
pomen ud to us a ground against the petitioner by all was that the petitioner 18 a 
Muluyulcc Nur liom Kerala and that the first respondent is a Maruya belonging to the 
Sme community of Mukkulathors whose undisputed leader was the late Sri U . Muthura 
mulioga Thevar. Raj Shanmugha Rajeswari Sethupathy was the main speaker . In the 
voulse of his address to the vote , he told them that in place of lato Sn U . Muthura 
inimga Thevar , whom the Mukkulathors worshipped a Malayalee Nair from Kerala (mean 
ing therelay the petitioner ) cannot be substituted and that the attempt would amount to 
vellaying and throwing the Mukkulathu Makkal (thc community of Maravars , Abamu 
Jiyars und Kallury ) into 1 dccp ubys und be the speaker would not be a party to it. 
In it contemptuous tone he exhorted to the voters posed the question to them as to whether 
with the hands with which they worshipped their leader , ure they asked to worship a 
Malayalee . According to the speaker it was not proper for his Samụham ( 1 hevar ) to 
depend upond Nail when a chief was necessary for his Samuhum . After the Raju Shan 
mugh Rajeswara Sethupathy concluded his speech , the first respondent addressed the 
voteis. llc endorsed what all his elder brother, the Raja Sethupathy had spoken and told 
the audience , that on his behalf his elder brother Maharaja had told them cverything 
and that they should all follow his advice and act accordingly casting their votes only in 
lus favour & Maiuvi by Caste and not to support a Nair from Kerala . 

(1 ) On 10th April 1964 , Raju Shanmuuhu Rujcswari Sethupathy accompanied by bis 
brother the first respondent and others went to Sivakasi town and addressed a public 
mceting near the Theppam ut about 10 -00 PM . There was a big gathering many of whom 
belonged to Muhhulathors . In the course of his iddress the Sethupathy stressed that the 
opposite Candidate (mchining theieby the petitioner ) is Nair from Kerala . In be the 
proper peison 10 Occupy thu suat lett vacant because ol the death of U . Muthuramalloga 
Thevall ?? People of 1 .milnad and Mukkula Makkal worshipped Sri Mutburainalinga Thevar 
us a gieat leader. In his place only a person belonging to this place and his samuban should 
be supported . The opposite parly candidate Velayutha Nair is a Malayalee from Kerala . 
The voters should not support liim . If he 14 Supported it would amount to u betrayal of 
the entire Mukkulathur Community and the people in these parts. He concluded his speech 
with a fervent appeal to the voters never to support 1 Malayalee Nair from Kerala in the 
place of his brother , the Girst respondent a native of Ramanathapuram district and a 
Mukkuluthor. The first respondent also spoke in a short speech told the audience that big 
brother Sethupathy had spoken what all he had to speak He appealed to the voters to 
Terremler the valuable words uttered by his brother Raja Shanmugha Rajeswara Sethupathy, 
who pohe on his behalf and give him their entire support. 

( 6 ) The Sime party visited and addressed meetings at Thayilpatty and other placon on 
that me littc ( Throughout the campaign the fuct that the petitioner is a Malayaleo Nair 
from Kernla was used as a ground against bim . 

( 1 ) On 11th April 1964, Raja Shanmugha Rajeswara Sethupathy and the first respondent 
widdiessed meetings at Nalur and other places. In the ineeting at Nalur village which took 
place at 8 - 30) 1 . M . both Sethupathy and the first respondent referred to the petitioner as 
some Malay ulce from Kerala . The fact was mentioned as a ground against the petitioner 
and the first respondent whilc concluding his speech remarked that if any one votod for 
the petitioner, a Malayalce Nair of herala , such act would amount to a great injustico com 
mitted to Mukkulamahhal and to the memory of their leader late Muthuramalinga Thevar . 

( 1 ) On 12th April 1964, a public meeting was held at Thiruichuli under the auspices of 
the local Congress Committee to promote the candidature of the first respondent. The 
meeting was held in the Kamaraj Thal. At about 7 - 30 , the Raja Shanmugha Rajeswara 
Sethupathy companied by the first respondent Srirangam Pillai, the President of the District 
Congress Committee , Ramanathapurun and one Chohkalingum arnved . All of them 
addressed the meeting which was very largely attended to by the voters in Thiruchuli 
and ajoining villages, Raja Shanmugh . Rajeswarı Sethupathy in the course of his speech 
referred to the petitioner as 1 Nair from Kerall and as such a person not fit to occupy 
the seat in Parliament held by Shri U . Muthuramalinga Thevar, a great leader of the 
Maravars. Only a person helonging to the Marava Community should be supported to 
take the place in Parliament left by Sri U . Muthuramalinga Thevar . To him it appeared 
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all attempt to ruin and uestroy the future of the mukaulamakkai (Maravars, Ahambadiars 
and maliars ) if thty ul. Histu to vote ior . Nialuyalee Nair from Kerala to occupy the 
seat vacated by Sri U . wuthuramaliaga Thevar HC ( xliorced the votes only to vote for 
the 1st respondct wij is it Maravar oy caste . Srii angam Pillai also spoke and appealed 
to the voters to lvilo what the Sethupathy had advised them to do . He asked them 
not to vote 101 the pcultner ino is w Nair from Trivandrum . The first respondent was 
the last speaner. He iviu the gathering ihat his elder brother Raja Shanmugha Rajeswara 
Sethupainy lidu Spuren un his behait and the valuable words uttered by him should not 
be forgotten al ulumo u the poll. 2 ney should all reinember that a Malayalee Nair 
from Acrala Wally pul wis the i orward Bloc Candidate and that with the death ot Thevar , 
the forward Bioc also endeu . ife asked the voters not to vote for a Malayalee , but to 
give hun their iuliest suppori since he was a Mukkulathor . 

(n ) Uni 13th Apri 1 - 0 - , the first respondent, Srirangam Pillai, the President of the 
Districi congress Committee , Ramanathapuram and Raja Shanmugha Rejeswara Sethu 
pathy, M . Leida, no to Aruppukkottai and addressed a large meeting at Sivankoil “ Thidal” . 
Raja Shaninugha Rajeswold Sethupathy addressed the gathering . He questioned the pro 
priety of a Mal. yahe Niji ironi Kerala standing as a candidate for the seat held by 
late Muthuraialinga s nevar . He said that late Muthuramalinga Thevar was worshipped 
by the Munkulamiahli (Muldvars , Kailars and Ahambadiars ) with great respect. Now 
ne is no more . Another lodder like him could not be found who is to occupy the seat 
held by him as his successor. Is it by a Nair from Kerala ? Are the (Mukkula Makkal) 
and our Samuhain to depend on it Nair and worship and stand before hin in obedience . 
The speaker could not think oi betraying and ruining the Mukkula Makkal in this way . 
He appeuled to the voicis not to vote for a Malayalce Nair from Kerala , but only to 
vote for his brother who is a Mukkulathor . The first respondent spoke in the same mai) 
ner practically icpeating what his elder brother Raja Shanmugha Rajeswara Sethupathy 
said . He appealed to the voters to follow what his brother the Sethupathy had just then 
told them . 


9 . It was obvious thing advantage of the fact thai in the Aruppukkottai Constituency 
very large number of voters , larger than any other caste , came from Mukkulathor Com . 
munity , the first respondent and his suprorters had made it a point to stress the fact that 
he is i munter of the Mukkulathor Comunity from which the deceased U . Muthura 
malinga Thevur also came. In so stressing this spcct, they had planned to refer to the 
fact that the petitioner me from a dillerent Sie und region and spoke a different langu 
age and liclonged 10 Jifferent caste and community . 


10 . The first respondent s presence in almost all the wbove speeches during the election 
campaign and his particip .ition by short speeches on most of those occasions make it clear 
that the above aid appeal to the voters was made either by himself or by others with his 
consent and connivance. 


11 . The petitioner submiis th : 1 the appeal to the voters made by the first respondent , 
his lvrother and other who kroke for the first respondent, and with his consent and con 
nivance , on the lines britied above was really an appeal to the voters , to vote for the 
first respondent on the ground of h rais maste , community , region and language (a Thevar 
of Tamilnad ) and noi to vote for the retitioner on the ground of his race , caste , com 
munity , region und language ( u Nair from Kerala State ) . This was certainly in the 
interest of and for the lurt wrence of the prospects of the election of the first respondent 
und for prejudicially affecting the election of the petitioner . The petitioner further sub 
mits that ly such apikal to the voters , who belonged to the Mukkulathor Community , in 
such large numbers the voters were comicrably influenced in favour of the first respondent 
and avainst the petitioner ind thus the result of the election has been materially affected 
in so far as it concerned the returned candidate under section 100 ( 1 ) ( D ) of the Act. 


12 . The petitioner further submits that by these systematic speeches and campaigns , 
the first respondent and persons who Stil ith his consent, for the furtherence of the 
prospecís of the respondent " for in zly ficuting the election of this petitioner 
there was promotion to inny cunt item , to promote feelings of enmity and hatred 
between the Mukkulathors of Tamilnad and the Malayalam Nairs of Kerala , all citizens 
of India on grounds of race in community and language . This is a corrupt practice 
linder section 123 ( 31 ( a ) of the Representation of People Act 1951. 


13 . The neuitinger ihmi s that sert on 13 ( 3 ) was amenderi pd 123 (3 ) ( a ) was 
introduced in 1961 liv the Levislature ypati rubing communal and separatist tendencies 
in the country and in its of it the cams,une 

on behalf of the first respondent 
in connection with the election is a clear violation of the principles underlined in the pro 
visions of the Ace auri ihe Indian Constitution . 
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14 . The petitioner submits thui the first restokent, his brother and several others who 
spoke for the first respondent i ! !! ! 1more positiv ni c rust practices under sections 123 
( 3 ) and 123 ( 3 ) ( A ) of the Roi che indoul of the Weople Ait , 1951 and should be disqua 
lified for election , the election ol the tirsi il poluunt has to be declared void in consequence 
under section 100 ( 1 ) (b ) of the Act. In wety event, tre result of the cicution has been 
materially affected by the commission of cir: 1,47 kritic, under Sections 123 ( 3 ) 123 ( 3 ) 
( a ) in the interests of the first respondent by his agents and the election has therefore to 
be declared void under section 100 ( 1 ) ( D ) . 

15 . The petitioner further submits that the tienes of hundreds of voters have been 
deleted just before the elections as wel froni the list of voters relating to the Polling 
Booths of Tiruchuli and Miudukulzihur dret. The pelitioner craves leave to file the 
voters lists with the deletions and other relevant records showing the particulars . 

16 . The pctitioner submits that there was really no occasion or reason or justification 
for such wholesale deletion with respect to that ateit alone , practically on the eve of the 
election . This was really non -compliance with the provisions of the Constitution and of 
the Representation of the Pcopie A4 , 1459) und the rules and orders made thereunder. 

17 . This arca is a strong -hold for thies Forward Bloc Party . Several thousands of the 
voters who would have cast their votes jor the neti- ** 17 ** were told to their surprise that 
they had no votes. The results of the lection h heen materially affected so far as it 
concerned the returned candidate on this proud iso 

18 . For the love aniongst other icasons , the first respondent should stand disquali 
fied and the election of the first respondent hus in declared to be void . 

19 . The peritionci furiler suumits that but for the yotes blinci by the first respon 
dent by the corrupt practices referred to above , the petitioner would have obtained a 
majority of votes . 

20 . In the circumstances the petitioner has to he declar: d to have been duly elected in 
the election . 

21. The petitioner has deposited a sum of Rs. 2,000 as security for the costs of this 
retition with the Governancot Treasury. Madari Sh. Treysiry , on 25th May, 1964 , in 
favour of the Eleciion Commission and the faticornmoni T ; 3. try receipt is herewith 
enclosed as required under section 117 of the Act ( The Madurai Sub - Treasury Chalan 
No . is 5191 for Rs. 2 ,000 .). 
The petitioner, therefore . prays - - 

(a ) that the clection of the first respondent he declared as void ; 
(h ) that the pctitioner he declared in have been duly clected ; 
( c ) that the contesting respondents may hc Fructed to pay the costs of this petition 

to the petitioner : and 
(d ) that the petitioner he entitled to such further or other reliefs as justice and 
circumstances may require .
